Abstracts 


STUDIES ON THE PITUITARY 
GLAND AND THE TEETH — 


The pituitary gland is found in the 
sella turcica on the sphenoid bone at 
the base of the cranium. It is also known 
as the hypophysis cerebri. It is a kidney- 
shaped organ the size of a pea and con- 
sists of three parts—an anterior lobe, a 
posterior lobe and a connecting portion 
called the pars intermedia. The anterior 
lobe is of high vascularity compared to 
the other segments. 

The anterior lobe secretes five princi- 
pal hormones: (1) Growth promoting 
hormone (essential for normal growth) ; 
(2) the gonadotropic hormone (sex regu- 
lating factor); (3) lactogenic hormone, 
prolactin (essential to lactation); (4) 
the adrenocortico-tropic hormone (A.C.- 
T.H.) (adrenal cortex stimulator), and 
(5) the thyrotropic hormone (thyroid 
gland regulator). The production of dia- 
betogenic, ketogenic and parathyrotropic 
hormone is also attributed to it. 

The secretion of the posterior lobe 
consists of two fractions: (1) Pitressin or 
vasopressin (blood pressure activator) 
and (2) pitacin or oxytocin (uterine con- 
traction stimulator). 

It is believed that the secretion of the 


pars intermedia consists of two or three’ 


fractions. 

The anterior lobe is of great impor- 
tance to skeletal growth including skull 
and teeth. Normal testicular and ovarian 


functions in adults are dependent on nor- 
mal activity of the lobe. It also influ- 
ences water, calcium, protein and carbo- 
hydrate metabolism. 

The posterior lobe regulates contrac- 
tion of blood vessels and the muscular 
coats of the stomach, intestine, uterus 
and bladder. It also influences urine out- 
put. 

The para intermedia may act on the 
heart, blood vessels and kidneys and 
some authors believe it influences pig- 
mentation of the skin. 

In pituitary and other endocrine dis- 
turbances the sells turcica should be 
radiographed. This may help differen- 
tiate between hyperpituitarism and hy- 
pogonadism.—By M. Brucker, D.DS., 
Dental Items of Interest, April, 1953.

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EDITORIAL 


SHOULD THE A.D.A. RELIEF FUND BE CHANGED ? 


When the news spread to the members of the A.D.A. that the Relief Fund 
campaign for 1952-53 totaled over $103,000, most sat back, stuck out their 
chests, and mentally said that we sure take care of our own. Wrapped in a 
feeling of false security, these same persons feel that if the day comes when 
they may need help, all they will have to do is to go to the A.D.A. By what 
rights can they look to the Relief Fund, for with a total membership in the 
A.D.A. of 78,304 (June 30, 1953), the average contribution amounts to only 


$1.32. Look at that figure again, and then see if we can be proud of taking care 
of our own. 


A letter from the Business Manager of the A.D.A., John Hollister, states 
that “As of December 31, 1952, the Relief Fund investment portfolio was worth 
$856,764 at market value and the income on investments for 1952 amounted 
to $37,615. The amount spent for grants in 1952 was $38,107, and for 1953 we 
have budgeted $40,000.” This indicates that the amount spent is approximately 
the amount earned by the investment portfolio. Since $38,000 is peanuts in 
this day and age, the only solution to the problem is to increase the general fund. 


Who participated in this $38,000, you may ask? Seventy-one persons from 25 
states and the District of Columbia. Illinois led the list with 8 recipients; New 
York, 6; Wisconsin, Ohio, and Missouri, 5; Massachusetts, 4; Alabama, Con- 
necticut, Indiana, Pennsylvania, and Tennessee, 3; Southern California, Dis- 
trict of Columbia, Iowa, Kentucky, Minnesota, Montana, Nebraska and Texas, 
2; Florida, Kansas, Louisiana, Maryland, Michigan, North and South Carolina, 
1. The average amount received by these needy persons was $536, and once 


again we must say, peanuts. This amount will probably ward off starvation, 
but that’s about all. 


The method of collection for the Relief Fund is as varied as possible. Personal 
correspondence with many of the state secretaries whose states usually contribute 
will show no fixed method of collection. Utah members send contributions 
directly to the A.D.A., Mississippi and Louisiana have no set method, and are 
on a voluntary basis. New Jersey’s method is stimulation rather than collection. 
Tennessee does very well with the personal contact approach. Kentucky includes 
the Relief Fund as one of the requirements for the Achievement Award of 
$100 given to the leading component. North Carolina, Colorado and Southern 
California do very well with a fixed amount, optional of course, added to the 
dues statement. A letter from James Robinson, Executive Secretary of the 
Southern California State Dental Association, states that “For several years, 
we have billed our members, on their dues statement, for $3.00 as a contribution 
to the Relief Fund. This system, of course, more than doubled our quota each 
year. We have 3,150 members and have never received a single complaint on 
this score.” The easiest and least painful method of collecting contributions 
would therefore appear to be the addition of a fixed amount to the A.D.A. dues, 
but naturally on an optional basis. There will be some that will argue that they 
cannot afford to contribute but we all know that if they can afford to belong 
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to the A.D.A., any small additional sum will not be missed. On the other 
hand, since this would be optional, those who did not care to give would not 
be forced. 


This proposed method of collecting the Relief Fund is not new, in dentistry 
or in other businesses. The unions have added their Relief Fund to the dues 
of their members for years and have forced them to pay it. The A.D.A. has 
shied away because they think it would make the dues too high, in spite of the 
fact that our total dental dues remain only a small fraction of the amounts paid 
into the unions. 


Under the present system of collection, the cost of running a campaign must 
enter the picture. Literature in tremendous volumes must be sent to the mem- 
bers—editors are plagued with material—and usually those responsible for the 
collections run into personal expenses. It would be much more sensible to 
eliminate this additional drain on the Relief Fund, and to allow this money 
to be used as it should. 


A fair figure to be added to the dues would be $3.00. Knowing that some 
would be too cheap to pay this amount, the savings in literature and mailing 
expense would still average out to about $3.00 per member. With 78,304 mem- 
bers, in round figures it would add $230,000 yearly to the Relief Fund, and 
would allow an extra $10,000 to be spent for grants. In this manner we can 
be sure to receive help in the future if we need it—in this manner we can 
really take care of our own. 


Fluoridation Campaign Kick-off 


n Monday, November 16, at 7:00 p.m. in the Murphy Auditorium of the 

American College of Surgeons, 40 E. Erie Street, the Chicago-Wide Committee 

for Fluoridation will hold a giant meeting preparatory to an intensified educational 

campaign concerning the merits of fluoridation and Chicago’s particular need for this 
decay-reducing public health measure. 

Key organizations in the Chicago-Wide Committee for Fluoridation are the 
Welfare Council of Metropolitan Chicago, the Association of Community Councils, 
the Junior Chamber of Commerce, and the Chicago Dental Society. 

Featured at the November 16 meeting will be a panel composed of local and 
nationally known experts in the field of water fluoridation. The keynoter on this 
panel will be Dr. William F. Helmholz, Chairman of the Health Committee of the 
National Congress of Parents and Teachers. Dr. J. Roy Doty, Executive Secretary 
of the Council on Dental Therapeutics of the American Dental Association, will be 
another member of the panel. Dr. S. R. Kleiman, President-Elect of the Chicago 
Dental Society, Alderman Alfred J. Cilella, Chairman of the City Council Fluorida- 
tion Committee, and representatives from both the Chicago Medical Society and the 
American Medical Association will participate on the panel. 

Will you as a Chicago Dental Society member please inform your patients of this 
meeting and extend to them an invitation to be present and to learn first-hand of 
the benefits to be secured from fluoridation? Remember that after only 5 years of 
fluoridation, Evanston children in the 6-to-8-year bracket experienced a 46.2 caries 
reduction in their permanent teeth.

Dentists who have taken courses on 
Human Relations in the Practice of 
Dentistry have been enthusiastic and 
gratified. These courses can be taught in 
work shop or unit course form. In this 
way the dentist will develop verbal skills 
that will enable him to convert psycho- 
logical knowledge into working relation- 
ships with patients. 

These courses will help the dentist 
understand the role of emotional growth 
in personality development, the parts of 
personality and the psychological basis of 
emotion. The dentist will work with the 
patient’s feelings on an emotional level 
rather than try to educate, argue or deal 
with the patient on an intellectual level. 

This can be a definite aid in both pri- 
vate practice and in the field of public 
health—By W. G. Hollister, American 
Journal of Public Health, March, ’53.

Those who served 12 but less than 15 
months subsequent to September 16, 
1940 and have completed 18 months of 
their current tour. 

Those who served 15 but less than 17 
months subsequent to September 16, 
1940 and have completed 15 months of 
their current tour. 

Physicians and dentists who served 17 
or more months’ creditable service subse- 
quent to September 16, 1940, unless 
otherwise obligated for further active 
service, are eligible for release between 
June 29, 1953 and September 27, 1953, 
if release from active duty was requested. 

Countable active duty subsequent to 
September 16, 1940 does not include 
active duty for training, such as the Army 
Specialized Training Program, Army- 
Air Corps college training, V-12, and 
similar programs. Nor do service of 
internship, residency training, and other 
postgraduate training and senior student 
programs count. Active duty served on 
the current tour is not to be included in 
the computation of “prior duty.” 

Previously, medical and dental officers 
were included in the Navy’s plan for the 
release of Naval Reserve officers of all 
classifications as presented in the July, 
1953 issue of The Naval Reservist, based 
on information contained in BuPers In- 
struction 1926.1, 17 Apr. 1953. The por- 
tion of Instruction 1926.1 which refers 
to the release of medical and dental re- 
serve officers has been revised in Instruc- 
tion 1926.1A and will soon be published.
